group small children working happily with consciousness their 
power perform their tasks indeed inspiring sight and stimulates one’s 
imagination and faith the progress civilization, but sad contrast that 
the spectacle similar group struggling with some problem beyond their 
capacity. Discouragement stamped their faces, for they are learning 
the hardest lesson life—that failure. 
The difference between the successful man and his less fortunate neighbor 
frequently not question ability but confidence. the one case the 
problem simple, because the man has confidence his own ability due 
the habit while the other approaches the task with uncertainty, 
which immediately transmitted those about him and the inevitable result 
follows. 

Surely there greater service that can perform for young children 
than inspire them consciousness the power with which nature has 
endowed them.

questions face every one today. 

How are going enrich common school 
education? Does religion belong the schools? 
Olivet Church, Springfield, Massachusetts, which 
was apparently dead because the change its 
neighborhood, and which lives one the most 
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significant child welfare movements the coun- 
try, answers both these questions. proves 
that there are doubts these subjects; 
the church education. 

Picture for yourselves quaintly beautiful little 
New England church, its red bricks and Georgian 
pillars gracing the brow hill outside grow- 
ing city. See also the gigantic growth trade 
and commercialism this city, webbed with 
network railroad tracks that cover the country 
and spreading itself the outlying sections 
the town where Olivet Church stands. The new 
industries changed the housing and the human 
character the streets which this church served. 
Negroes, Italians, English, Canadians, Swedish, 
Jewish, Irish, Armenian, Polish, Greek, 
Lithuanian, Czecho-Slovak, French, Danish, Ser- 
bian, German, Chinese workers with their families 
attracted the opportunity for labor the 
neighborhood were drawn into the web, together 
with the small white church. New schools were 
built but they necessarily encroached upon the 
open places for play which the children needed. 
district nursing and public health service was 
established but there was too much work for 
with the limited and hospital ac- 
commodations the district. was all per- 
fectly natural and right and unavoidable, but 
few attended the Olivet Church. 
alone and useless, counterpart many other 
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Dr. James Gordon Gilkey, who also Professor 
Biblical Literature Amherst College. 
decided that the Olivet Church should known 
the Olivet Community House, that its only 
distinctly religious service should held Sun- 
day evening, motion picture service, with singing 
and responsive readings also from the screen, 
and always home social contact thought 
traced back spiritual sources. The 
Olivet Community House threshold was swept 
and made free for What was the result? 

This development losing church 
was begun 1920. Last year 162,556 persons, 
men, women, but mainly children, used the 
Olivet Community House for health, recreation, 
education, and inspiration for living according 
the teachings the Carpenter Nazareth. 
These 162,556 persons, which number aug- 
mented this year, included roster sixteen 
hundred families the nationalities listed here.

Beside the director the paid staff includes 
graduate Springfield College who works with 
the boys and graduate Young Women’s 
Christian Association training course who works 
with the girls. average 188 volunteers 
help each week. these ten are teachers the 
music school and sixty-five teach the unique 
Sunday school, which uses motion pictures and 
has attendance over three hundred. 
kindergarten training school conducts kinder- 
garten, which turn provides opportunity for 
practice teaching. Both the Visiting Nurse 
Association and the Family Welfare Association 
use the Community House local headquarters 
for their work the neighboring districts. 

The most noteworthy development this 
church-in-the-neighborhood its tender care 
its little ones. Olivet baby watched 
carefully the feeding and posture clinics for 
well babies where his mother advised 
children’s specialist and two trained nurses.

old enough. When ready enter the 
first grade the school next door, 
returns the Community House for hot lunch, 
jolly romp the playground, quiet half 
hour with pictures and story books the library. 

one year 11,363 children 
ishing hot lunches few cents 
son tickets for the use the big, well-equipped 
playground are bought the children one 
cent week. lessons are only five cents. 
The thriving and crowded Sunday school with 
its modern, interesting song-fests and 
story-telling supported the envelope system 


which the children contribute they can from 


one cent one dollar. the Olivet baby grows 
from youngling boy girl, the Cub Scouts, 
the Boys’ Club, the Girl Scouts, the Christmas 
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Club, the Paper Cut-Out Class, the Junior 

Achievement Club, and the Volunteer Choirs 

hold out their weleome. One year’s record shows 

that forty different organizations, each vital 
contact with the family life the neighborhood, 
met the Community House, and almost seven- 
teen hundred families needing these contacts were 
reached. these families fifty per cent were 
the Protestant faith, forty per cent the 

Roman Church, and the remainder with- 

out religious affiliation.

People continually ask why devote 
much time play the kindergarten, and 
really quite difficult convince them that 
has any educational bearing whatever. 
matter fact, give perhaps one hour and 
quarter out four singing and games, and 
feel like asking these ultra-utilitarians what 
scheme they would pursue with four and five 
year old babies, granting that they were 
eared for developed some kind fashion 
during the hours from nine twelve and from 
one two o’clock. Setting aside for the moment 
all argument concerning the mental and moral 
culture offered the kindergarten games, and 
looking only the physical well-being the 
young child, could any thoughtful person wish 
less play the kindergarten, even were 
aimless and fruitless the play the street. 

have just written letter fine teacher, 
one full sympathy with her work, who cannot 
see much sense kindergarten play. 
are some extracts from it: 

Play with the kindergartner has definite 
motive. not regard the dissipation 
the mind, but its fullest life. teach 
play not spare the child exertion, but 
awaken him passion which forces him 
and renders easy the strongest effort. 

And for the musical training which 
part our play, believe, Plato said, that 
more potent instrument than any other, 
“because rhythm and harmony make their way 
into the secret recesses the soul, which 
they mightily fasten.”’ 

have said that play with has definite 
motive, but that motive not primarily 
convey instruction. those who find 
the instruction given the game its only 
reason being, and who would not admit its 
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value any other basis, but they lack the 
seeing eye and the understanding heart. 
not used for the instruction conveys, but for 
the self-expression the child, and thus 
should never arbitrary form imposed from 
without, but natural outlet feeling. 

Froebel says: ‘‘Physical impressions are, 
the beginning life, the only possible medium 
awakening the child’s sensibilities; these 
impressions should therefore regulated 
systematically possible, and not left chance.”’ 

supplies the means for bringing about 
the result simple system symbolic songs 
and games appealing the child’s activities 
and sensibilities. argues, 
contain the germs all later instruction and 
thought, for physical and sensuous perceptions 
are the points departure all 

The more truths every kind are presented 
children symbolic form, the greater 
their power abstract spiritual apprehension 
after years, for they will have living images 
their minds, not stock memorized state- 
ments. Our method play gives the child, 
too, vast deal practical knowledge concern- 
ing the objects and avocations with which 
comes daily contact, substantial culture 
all that highest and best his nature, teach- 
ing unobtrusively tenderness dumb animals, 
respect for age, reverence for God and every- 
thing God has created, animate and inanimate, 
and sweetness and generosity his playmates. 
gives him opportunity exercise all 
the gentle courtesies life, filling his heart 
with innocent gayety, keeping evil passions 
and thoughts out his mind, and exercising 
his body agility, grace, and power for future 
work. 

For this kind ideal play are indebted 
Friedrich Froebel, and had left other 
legacy childhood, would exalt him for this.

Many are what 
called the variety, thus eliminating 
the most objectionable feature paper work 
seat work the hands kindergarten-primary 
children. These chains are assembled either 
means slits interlocking, which case the 
final link has only drop paste. 


CHAINS. 

Number One the familiar link chain new 
guise. Paper strips which may obtained from 
any school supply house are used. These strips 
are usually twenty-five inches long, and one inch, 
one half inch, one quarter inch wide. 
Half-inch strips should cut five inches long. 
One-inch strips had better longer. Slits are 
cut shown the diagram, and should one 
half the width the strip depth. Since one 
these slits each end, when slipped over each 
other they interlock and close the link. Interest 
added when two different lengths strips, 
and thus two different lengths links, are used 
the same chain alternation. 

Number Two another type chain made 
without paste. The strips should cut from 
light-weight paper, and are most economically 
cut from squares measuring nine twelve 
inches. pattern cut first that all the links 
may uniform. Fold and cut from two six 
inch paper shown the diagram. When 
several have been cut, link opening one and 
inserting one end through the closed circle the 
preceding one; close, and proceed before. 


When the chain complete, fasten the two last 
circles with drop paste. 
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Number Three holly chain which always 
gives great deal pleasure the children and 
distinctly festive look the schoolroom. 
made and linked the one preceding. See 
diagram for size paper and method cutting. 

The Christmas bell chain, Number Four, 
linked much are those preceding. Make 
from light-weight paper brilliant red secure 
the best effect. 

The Christmas tree chain, Number Five, 
single thickness chain. Cut from green paper 
and assemble the links means the slits 
cut the shield-shaped ends. While this chain 
somewhat more difficult construction than 
those preceding, well worth the added labor 
for those who like something different. 


JUMPING JACKS. 


These Jumping Jack toys have created much 
merriment among children our schools from 
the kindergarten the third grade. keen was 
the children’s interest making them that 
persisted for weeks after Christmas. The weav- 
ing involved has been called several names, 
the most common which are, ‘‘Cat’s 
and The secret success 
this weaving keep the paper flat the 
desk prevent wrapping instead weaving. 

The materials needed are: Two strips tinted 
construction folding paper twenty inches long 
and one more inches wide, two contrasting 
colors for the body; and two strips each the 
same colors, one half inch wide, for the legs and 
arms. Each these last strips for legs and arms 
must cut two, that there one strip 
each color for each leg and arm. 

The strips are pasted together and woven 
shown the diagrams. These five simple steps 
are repeated over and over until the body, 
leg, arm the required length, after which 
the end may pasted down. 

The heads are cut free hand and the features 
are added either with pencil, crayon, cut from 
paper. Since the object not create thing 
beauty, the realism the features little 
importance, and the crudeness the children’s 
efforts often adds the merriment. 

Since these models possess motion they are 
unique problem and have the charm toy. 
They make interesting decorations for the Christ- 
mas tree well. entire class trimmed the 
tree first grade, and when the time for dis- 
mantling came, but one lone Jack was left hanging.

CANDY BOXES. 


Cornucopias have always been favorite form 
candy container for the Christmas season, 
but rather difficult construction. The 
angular form illustrated very easily folded, 
and satisfactory result. Use any size square, 
preferably six more inches. Fold one diagonal. 
Fold the outside edges meet this diagonal. 
Turn down the top corner the inside. Lap 
the right triangle over the left and paste; add 
macramé cord hang.

THREE-SIDED BASKET. 


This very decorative basket for use the 
tree.

CANDY BOXES. 


Fold nine twelve inch white paper into 
twelve small squares. Cut away two corner 
squares shown the first diagram. Make 
cubical box folding and under and past- 
ing. Fold and under and paste. Line 
with red paper folded into twelve small squares 
and cut away shown the second diagram. 
Cut the design from three-inch square green, 

shown. Make five designs, one for each side 
for the top the box. These designs should 
mounted the box before pasted together. 
Fasten with loop macramé cord and half- 
inch wooden bead. 
make the pasteless closed candy box, use 
six-inch larger piece paper. Place the 
paper flat with the diagonal vertical. Fold the 
right and left corners together, then the upper 
and lower. Unfold. Fold each the four 
corners the center. Unfold. Fold the upper 
corner the middle the lowest crease. Un- 
fold. Fold lower, right, and left corners the 
same way that the square will look like the 
first diagram. Cut away the triangles 
and corresponding triangles the lower half. 
Cut slits the corners shown the diagram. 
Fold down the two corners the triangle 
right, and pass through slit Open. 
same with bottom triangle. This closes the box. 


CHRISTMAS TREE BOX. 


This box very easy make after the child 
has learned fold square into nine smaller 
squares. Grasp the paper with right and left 
hands. Pass the left hand the right, and the 
right hand the left over the left hand. The 
paper thus forms first letter and when the 

parts are equal may creased into thirds. 
Unfold. Repeat after turning the paper, and 
the result will nine small squares. 

Fold the outside row squares half top 
and bottom shown the diagram. Draw 
cut Christmas tree, and color either with 
colored crayon, covering with colored paper. 

Cut away the right and left sides shown 
shading. Paste together form box. 
handle may added desired. 


EASY BASKET. 


Cut and fold any size square shown the 
diagram. corners are turned 
out, the sides may folded down that 
they rest the table.

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NEEDLEBOOK. 


The materials needed are one piece heavy 
orange construction paper three five inches 
for the cover, two pieces flannel (canton 
outing flannel will do), several needles different 
sizes, and silk cord tie. Fold the cover paper 
shown the diagram. Prepare the flannel 
shown prevent raveling. Arrange the 
design and apply before putting the leaves.

STAMP CASE. 


One piece cover paper, four six inches, 
and one piece waxed parafine paper, three 
four inches, are needed for this gift. Fold 
and cut the cover shown the diagram. Paste 
the waxed paper the lines marked, fold 
and dry under weight. This lining waxed 
paper protects the stamps from moisture. 


PIN CUBE. 


This requires two pieces tinted construction 
paper six six inches, few glass headed pins, 
fill, one two half-inch wooden beads and 
Make twoopen cubical boxes folding 
and cutting indicated the diagram. Insert 
one inside the other, and with long needle filled 
with coarse silk make hanger. Pins may 
inserted four sides desired. 


DARNING CASE. 


The materials needed for this include two pieces 
tinted construction paper six six inches for 
the box, three pieces cardboard modeling 
paper one quarter inch thick and two and 
one half inches square, and darning cotton 
different colors. Cut winders from the cardboard 
modeling paper shown. Make the box and 
cover from the tinted construction paper, follow- 
ing the steps shown the accompanying diagram. 
Both the box and its cover are made the same 
way, but since the lid must fit easily over the box, 
cut off one quarter inch from two adjacent 
sides the square paper for the box before 
folding. Decoration should applied before 
the box lid completed. This particularly 
good problem for stick printing, because the 
design, being small, must very simple. 


PIN CARD. 


Provide two cardboard dises four and one half 
inches diameter. Raffia frames may used. 
Glass-headed pins, colored paper make the 
design, macramé cord for tassel and loop hang, 
and half-inch wooden beads for decoration are also 
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needed. Follow directions given the dia- 
gram. The cord for hanging should pasted 
the back one before the two are pasted 
together. Dry the under heavy weight 
after pasting. gray cardboard used, the 
color makes very good background and need 
not painted. The design may applied with 
crayon preferred, although colored paper will 
give more effective contrast and more pleas- 
ing. The pins are put after the model 
completed. Squares instead circles make 
pleasing variety this gift. 


BUTTON BOOK. 

The materials include two pieces tinted 
construction paper six nine inches, brilliant 
color, buttons various sizes and kinds 
which the children should encouraged bring 
from home, needles, and thread. Fold papers 
diagram. Mark the places for the buttons 
the outside one piece. This gives 
opportunity teach Sew the 
buttons. They may all sewed with one 
thread, the stitches are the underside the 
sheet. Apply paste the second sheet which 
should folded and cut correspond, and place 
the thread side the square containing but- 
tons. Press well. This covers the stitches and 
permits removing one button without disturbing 
the rest.

SHAVING PAD. 

Two five and one half inch raffia frames, tissue 
paper, macramé cord, and half-inch wooden 
beads are used. Paste the raffia frame 
used for the front sheet white red paper. 
Cut the design the size the hole and paste 
into place. Cut tissue paper fit the frames and, 
with large darning needle and macramé cord, 
attach loop for hanging, and beads and 
tassel the bottom. The beads 
make the gift hang better well adding 
decorative note. 


CALENDARS. 

The calendars shown are all the simplest 
construction, and depend for their effectiveness 
upon the simplicity their design. This sim- 
plicity should the first consideration 
such models because their appeal the best, 
transitory. All the material should assembled 
before the problem started. There must 
doubtful moments the part the teacher 
One-inch parquetry very satisfactory medium 
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for decoration and economical one well. 
Care will need exercised however pre- 
vent its being over-used. the edges adds 
note tolor and presents very great difficulty 
the cut-out simply pasted the lining paper 
and cut out after dry. 

The calendars made from mats are only very 
small showing the numerous uses the chil- 
dren’s weaving.

making wooden toys Christmas 
gift for the little brothers and sisters proved 
source much joy with first grade children 
well supplying motive for much worth- 
while work connection with the regular school 
subjects. 

soft lumber one quarter inch thickness 
was supplied. Patterns animals were made 
heavy cardboard. These were large pat- 
terns with simple lines and few angles. Each 
child chose the pattern for his toy, fastened 
the thin wood with thumb tacks and traced 
around carefully with heavy pencil. Then 
cut out his toy from the wood with coping 
saw. After the toy was cut out was sand- 
papered and made ready paint. child 
painted his own toy. blocks wood 
were supplied for the stands and dowling 
button molds were used for the wheels. 
were sandpapered and painted. The wheels 
were nailed the stand and then the finished 
toy was fastened with glue and small strips 
wood each side. staple was fastened into 
the front end the stand, long cord was 
attached and the toy was complete and ready for 
trial trip across the floor. The children were 
delighted when they learned that the toys 
would really roll. 

These toys proved very attractive gifts with 
black stands and red yellow wheels for the 
animals—ponies, dogs, rabbits, ducks, and others 
appropriate colors. The finished toys were 
then wrapped carefully Christmas paper and 
cards were attached. The children made the 
cards for their gifts, cutting small bells Christ- 
mas trees for decorations and writing their own 
Christmas message. 

The problems which arise connection with 
this project furnish desirable skills, habits, and 
attitudes. necessary patient and 
careful enough sawing that legs, ears, 
heads, and tails will not broken from the 
toys. The saw must handled the right 
way the blade will snap. The small crafts- 
man must careful not bear his weight 
unprotected part the toy. painting, 
must apply but one color time. 
did not have saw for each child. This necessi- 
tated co-operation and organization. While 
some children cut out toys, others worked 
their stands and wheels, and vice versa. Each 
child -was responsible for his own toy and 
organized his work that did not waste time. 
While one side the toy was drying worked 


his stand. The children were also 
for the order the room that each child 
found necessary his part cleaning 
the close the period.

Although storm raged out- 
side there was gloom within the auditorium 
that held large group missionaries who 
devote much their time caring for 10,000 
kindergarten children Japan. 

Miss Howe Glory Kindergarten Training 
School presided and emphasized the need 
trained women supervise and teach order 
strengthen the foundation upon which higher 
education built. this time our 
government kindergartens are requiring trained 
teachers and higher standards and mission kin- 
dergartens must not fall behind. 
session was spent hearing reports committees. 
Miss Bowman told the Triennial Convention 
Japan’s kindergartners held Okayama. 
There were many happenings. 
Okayama entertained her guests royally. There 
were two thousand men and women attend- 


ance who eagerly discussed kindergarten 


lems. Home and the Kindergarten,” 
Use and Examinations”

Child Welfare Europe 


The Save the Children’s Fund Interna- 
tional Union has use over one thousand 
baby baskets which loans needy 
mothers seven countries Europe. 
Each basket fully equipped serve 
bed for the new baby, and addition 
contains articles clothing for the baby, 
nightdress for the mother, and soap, 
cotton, powder, etc. The basket loaned 
for period nine months, the end 
which time the mother returns the 
office the Union. soon the basket 
disinfected and its contents repaired 
renewed, given another mother 
used again, thus circulating till 
completely worn out. This help 
much appreciated the mothers; more- 
over, the mother who receives basket 
generally very willing listen expert 
advice from the Union’s visiting nurses.
